It would be a pity 
if it should be given without my having an opportunity to hear ity aspeoially 
as I have never heard it in its printed form, which is greatly revised from 
the original manuscript. Do not press this matter, for I do not want to make 
myself a nuisance to my friends. It may be, however, that you would enjoy 
giving the piece. If you and the others wish to work up a composition of 
mine that gives less trouble than the Quartet, and which in a couple of 
recent performances seems to be my most successful piece of chamber music 
with an audience, try the piano Quintet,which is published by the Oxford 
University Press. Mr. Johansen, whom I immensely enjoyed meeting the other 
day, might like to play the pi ano part.
